A. No Doubr the Divifion of Sin into Morral 
and Venial is very wel! Grounded upon this Text, 
thy’ not according to the Notion which the Roma- 
nit’s have of it. For by Mor.al Sims they 
underftand fuch as are in their own Nature 
Unpardonable, rendring a Man wholly Averte to 
God and Meriting Ecernal Punifiment. But /%- 
nial Sins, are fuch as admic of an eafy Expiation, 
being fo Light in their own Nature, that they can- 
not deprive any one cf the Grace of God, oc ren- 
der him Wor:hy of Exernal Death. The Di- 
finction, we fav, in chis Senfe is Repugnant to 
many Texts of Scripiure. As, Curfed # every one 
tate ntinueth not in ai Things which ave Written in 
the Book of tie Law to dothem, and, The Soul that 
Sinnech it fhall Dyce, and again, Whofcever fhall 
keep the whole Law, and yet offend in one Potnt, he 
# Guslty of all, Now tho’ we readily grant, that 
there is a great Incqualiry in Sins, and that 
fome render a Man more Obroxious to the Wrath 
ofGod, and ro a grearer Deg-ce of Punifhment than 

Hers; yer there is none {o lietle but what is in 1's 
own Nature Mortal, ani de‘evves Erernal Punith- 
ment. As again there is none fo great (excepting 
that againft the Holy Ghott) bue whar according 
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to the Terms of the New Covenant, may by the 
Grace of God be Pardoned. The Sins therefore 
which are Venial, are not {o Denominated out of 
Refpect to their own Nature but to the Divine 
Conftitution. And it is with Refpect to the Di- 
vine Conftitution, as we take ir, that St. Fol fays, 
There 4 a Sin unto Death, and a Sin not unto Death. 
By the firft of which he undoubtedly means only 
the Sin againft the Holy Ghoft, becaufe he feems 
to forbid Praying for it; a Thing which may Law- 
fully and ought to be done for any other Sin how 
great foever. And under the latter he compre- 
hends all orher Sins.

A. In a Manulcript of Pomponius Leius found 
in the Vatican Library, there is a fhort Account of 
the Life of Ovid; in which it is faid of bim, thar 
Auguftus had a Sufpicion, that he had an Intrigue 
with nis Neice fu/ia who was afterwards Banifhed 
(as Suetonius tells us) for her Scandalous I ewd 
Life ; and that Corinna whom he fo often Cele- 
brates as his Miltrifs in his Epiftles was only a feign- 
el Name for this Neice of Augufius. Hence, as 
another Wrirer tells us, thofe Epiftles were Burnt 
afrer his Death for Treafonable Papers. The Suf- 
picion of this Intrigue was the undoubted Canute of 
his Banifhment, tho’ the apparent or pretended 
Reafon why Auguftus was io Severe upon him 
might be, as others report, his endeavoring to De. 
bauch the Age with his Lewd Wtirings. Some 
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aflign another Reafon for his Banishment, and 
precend, that he being by Accident privy to an In- 
trigue in which Augujtus himfelf was concerned, 
was Banifhed to prevent his reporting it. But 
granting teat he was fo, itis not in the leaft proba- 
ble thar Banifhment cowd be the.beft means of 
making him fupprefs a*Scandal, which he wou'd 
rather be thereby the more provoked to Divulge 
and Perpetuate by his Writings. 

Q. Gentlemen, I have been Credibly inform'd 
that, that Eminent Oculift, Mr. Grant, bath /ately 
brought to Sight a Young Woman ae Rotherhith, who 
was Born Blind, now fuppofing a Mariage was Con- 
fummatéd between ber and William Jones of New- 
ington Butts, who was alfo Born Blind, and brought 
to Sight by the fame Artist.
